Dispatch reporter,, who called on him, 
that it was Capt. McCulloch, president 
end general manager of the company.

“A representative of the United Rail- 
ways Co. called at my office and asked 
me to take an appraisal of the com- 
pany's real estate holdings. I am in the 
real estate business, and familiar with

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James Beverinos, a Greek patriot liv- 
ing in St. Louis, filed suit Friday in 
the Circuit Court to recover $25,000 dam- 


ages from the Fabre Steamship Co., 
whose corporation name is Campagne 
Francaise de Navigation a Vapeur. He 
alleges that through the failure of this 
company to take him to Greece in tire 
to fight against the Turks he has lost 
his citizenship and is subject to im- 
prisonment for from two to three years 
in case of his return 4 his native 
land. 

Beverinog is a solicitor for the Bank- 
ers’ Accident Co., Central National 
Bank Building, and has been in 3Bt. 
Louls about a year. His petition :°- 
cites that Jan. 3 last the late Kinz 
George of Greece issued a proclama- 
tion commanding all subjects to revurn 
home and enlist in the army. 

Ticket Taken; No Room for Him. 

He alleges that he bought steamship 
passage from New York to a port in 
Greece from C. Lanaras, local agent of 
the company, at 112 South Sixth street, 
and presented his ticket at the New 
York office Jan. 13, intending to sail on 
a ship leaving port that day. 

Beverinos sets forth that his ticket 
was taken up, but that he was informed 
that there was no room for him on the 
ship. He demanded, he avers, that 
either his gicket be returned or his 
money refunded, and was refused. The 
King’s proclamation, he says, was to the 
effect that all subjects must be in 
Greece Jan. 31. As no ship was sailing 
except the one Jan. 13 that would take 
him to Greece in time he was unable to 
obey his sovereign, and under the laws 
of Greece, it is set forth, such failure 
io respond to the proclamation means 
loss of citizenship and imprisonment in 
case of return. 

Beverinos figures his expenses to 
New York and return and the cost 
of his steamship ticket at $140, which 
he seeks to recover in addition to 
$25,000 damages. 

Chase Morsey, attorney for Bever- 
inos, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that the young man, who is about 
30 years old, said he had received a 
letter from his father, a wealthy 
wine merchant in Greece, distnherit- 
ing him. The father, Morsey said, 
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‘T rejected the proposition. I told the 
representative of United Railways that 
under no circumstances would I consider 
the offer of employment. I told him 
further that I considered it grossly im- 
proper for any member of the Council 
to accept employment of any nature 
from United Railways, as there might 
come a time when the members would 
be called upon to act on measures af- 
fecting the interests of the company. 

‘TI told the Railways man also that 
if I should make an appraisement of 
the property it would be an honest one, 
but added that I believed it would be 
unfortunate for United Railways to em- 
ploy any member of the Municipal As- 
sembly for that purpose, as such em- 
ployment could be construed only as an 
attempt to influence votes in the As- 
sembly. 

“The company’s representative told me 
that I should not feel that way about 
the matter, as there was not at that 
time pending in the Assembly any Dill 
affecting the interests of the company. 
1 persisted in my refusal to consider his 
proposition, and he left my office.”’ 

“Will you give the name of the repre- 
fentative of the Railways Company who 
approached you with this proposition?’ 
the reporter asked. 

“No, I will not. Nor will 
amount of the compensation.

Gundlach said Friday that the in- 
fluence to which he referred was the 
offer of employment at a big salary. 
He said he had not forgotten his own 
experience. 

While the seat-for-each-passenger bil] 
was pending in the House of Delegates, 
Chairman Roy M. Etlers of the Rail- 
roads Committee disclosed the fact that 
the United Railways Co. had offered to 
him employment as a patent attorney, 
Kilers rejected the empleyment, and ex- 
posed the offer. He afterward led the 
fight which resulted in the passage of 
the bill by the House of Delegates, but 
it was defeated in the Council. 

The statements of the Council members 
interviewed by Post-Dispatch reporters 


follow: 
Charies Uspenachied: I rever have 
discussed this tite with any reprerken- 


tative of the United Railways Co., and 
no person ever approached me witn 
any kind of an offer. Refore 
this bill wae introduced James Campbell, 
who is largely interested tn the United 
Railways, and formerly was my neigh- 
bor, asked me to see that the company 
was given a “square deal.”

ray Carleton, a director of the company. 
Of course, the Railroad Committee, of 
which I am chairman, gave the repre- 
sentatives of the company a hearing and 
they presented arguments to us,

pose of your question. You probably 
know the uselesspess of such questions 
of me. I don’t care to reply to any 
questions of that nature. I know what 
I do. I don’t know what other mem- 
bers of the Couneil do. 

Julins Haller: No one connected 

with the United Rallways ever made me 
any kind of an offer. I have fought with 
President Gundlach in an effort to have 
this United Railways bill passed by the 
Council because I believed the public 
was entitled to the improved service, 
and believed that the company is finan- 
cially able to supply the service.

inite idea as to the total number of 
persons who iest their lives on the 
West Side of Columbus when the 
Scioto River flood broke through the 
levee was expected to be gained to- 
day. At daybreak hundreds of res- 
cue parties started for the flooded 
section with supplies of clothing, 
food and fuel. 

Today dawned crisp and cold, but 
clear, and indications were that it would 
get much warmer before evening. Refu- 
gees suffered greatly last night and this 
morning from the cold. However, the 
river is receding rapidly, and rescue 
parties will be able to reach many in- 
undated sections of the West Side, which 
were under water yesterday. 

West Columbus remains _ virtually 
under martial law. Militia companies 
on duty have been ordered to shoot 
looters on sight. Thousands of cur- 
fous people and those with friends and 
relatives in the flooded districts are 
being kept out of the West Side by 
police and troopers. 

The city relief station at the city 
hall and the newspapers are maintain- 
ing and compiling lists of the rescued 
as well as lists of dead. Scores of per- 
sons are still unaccounted for, and the 
officials’ are making desperate efforts 
to verify reports of persons reported 
drowned. 


25 DROWNED AT 
CHILLICOTHE, @Q. 


Residemce Section Badly UVam- 
aged—Two Freeze te Death 


Awaiting Rescue. 
COLUMBUS, O., March 28.—Twenty- 
five persons were drowned and great 
property damage was wrought by the 
Scioto River floods at Chillicothe, which 
had been cut off from communication 
until late vesterday, according to the 
statement of G. W. 


Perry, editor of the 
Chillicothe Gazette, over the telephone. 
Gov. Cox previously had received a 
message to the effect that 500 persons 
had been drowned there. Perry said 
that while many persons were missing, 
the known death list’ woukt not: exceed 
2%. The greateg part of Chillicothe is 
under water. 

Chillicothe ts without light, gas or wa- 

ter supply and provisions are sald. to be 
running low. The river was falling at 
night and it was expected relief would 
be obtained at once. The citisens of 
Chillicothe heid a meeting and raised 
$8500 for relief. 
Property loss was estimated at $1,000,- 
000. C. S. Baxter and his 9-year-old son, 
who sought refuge in a_ tree early 
Wednesday, were frozen to. death before 
they could be rescued. Every church 
and lodge room in the town has been 
turned into a relief station. Four thou- 
sand persons are said to be homeless. 
The worst damage was done in the rest- 
dence section in the east part of the 
town. The business section, however, 
was hit hard. 

Sickness has appeared and lack of 
fuel is adding to the suffering.

Peru and the most seriously affected 
cities along the upper Wabash and 
Brookville and other towns struck by 
White Water River floous today may 
give their attention largely to the cry 
of their homeless, hungry and sick refu- 
gees. -Indianapolis had every reason to 
expect partial restoration of water serv- 
ice and street car service today and or- 
ganiaztion of the rescue work in improv- 
ing conditions among the homeless refu- 
gees. 

West Indianapolis virtually !s under 
martial law and none but organized res- 
cuer8’ and persons bearing passes from 
the, Governor’s office are permitted to 
enter that section of the city. State 
troops are patrolling the district to cap- 
ture vandals, who left plain traces of 
robberi. ; of stores and abandoned homes 
during the early evening. Relief trains 
loaded with provisions have been able to 
enter this district, where the water fell 
more than seven feet during the night. 
Members of the Board of Public Safety 
and ether city officials inspected the 
entire flooded district from motor boats 
and directed efficient organization of the 
relief werkers, 

Groups of half-frozen, half-starved 
refugees were found in isolated parts 
of flooded West Indlanapolis today, but 
rescue trips into all possible districts 
have shown no dead bodies. The res- 
cuers moved a barn blocking West 
Street and reached the’ northern 'por- 
tian of West Indianapolis for the first 
time since Monday, finding Captain of 
Police Coffin with more than 2 suf- 
fering persons. The rescue. party 
brought back a call for motor trucks 
that Can get through the still inun- 
dated streets with supplies and to re- 
move the people, half an inch of ice 
on the water having stopped work with 
canoes and almost shut off boats.

The directors of the relief organiza- 
tion will meet daily to take charge of 
the collections and will keep in touch 
with the flooded districts to ascertain 
the needs of the suffereds as an emer- 
gency arises.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 28.--Flood 
stage in the Mississippi will reach Mem- 
vhis tonight, according to a report from 
l‘orecaster Mery éf the local weather 
bureau. The river rose two feet last 
night and at 7 o'clock today showed 
a stage of 33.2 feet, and wes rising 
rapidly. Flood stage is 35 feet. 

Grave fears are expressed by res:- 
dents on the Arkansas side, according 
to dispatches received from river points 
there. Citizens of*Helena have appealed 
to Gov. Futrell for immediate convict 
iabor to strengthen levees in that vicin- 
fiy. A request for 500 cars of dirt was 
made of the Iron Mountain Railroad. 

Reports from up river points indicate 
serious conditions at towns in Reelfoot 
Lake vicinity, where the.flood of 1912 
did great damage and caused a great 
loss of life. ‘ 

Two hundred men were set to work on 
levees in the north portion of the city, 
which is low, in an effort to strengthen 
the weakened embankments protecting 
the gas plant, an electric light plant and 
a water plant. 

Refugees from the low lands across 
the river are beginning to arrive. They 
reported that people are fleeing to the 
hills.

Cox previously had received a 
message to the effect that 500 persons 
had been drowned there. Perry said 
that while many persons were missing,

2. The greateg part of Chillicothe is 
under water. 

Chillicothe is without light, gas or wa- 
ter supply and provisions are said\to be 
running low. The. river was falling at 
night and it was expected relief would 
be obtained at once. The citizens of 
Chillicothe heid a meeting “ae raised 
$8500 for relief. 

Property loss was estimated at $1,000,- 
000. C. 8S. Baxter and his 9-year-old son, 
who sought refuge in a_ tree early 
Wednesday, were frozen to. death before 
they could be rescued. Every church 
and lodge room in the town has been 
turned into a relief station. Four thou- 
sand persons are said to be homeless. 
The worst damage was done in the rest- 
dence section in the east part of the 
town. The business section, however, 
was hit hard.

IROTH IS BROKEN, 
BUT Tht DIAMOND 
CANNOT BE FOUND 


Samuel Bearman of 3951 McPherson 


avenue was found by a jury in Judge 
Fisher’s court Friday to be indebted 
to Philip Miller to the extent of $800, 
which was alleged: to be the value of 
an unmounted diamond which Miller de- 
posited with Bearman when his son 
Harry became engaged to Bearman’s 
daughter, Sarah. 

The engagement was broken and Mil- 
ler demanded the return of the dia- 
mond. Bearman said he didn’t have 
it, and Miller sued to recover. 

Bearman reiterated on the witness 
stand Thursday that he did not have 
the diamond. According to’ Miller, the 
diamond was given to Bearman in 
February, 1909. 


Bearman declared that there was no 
diamond in the transaction. He said he 
put $1000 in the bank in the name of his 
daughter and her flance, but that after 
the engagement was broken he with- 
drew the account. 


According to Bearman’s testimony, the 
marriage of the young couple did not 
take place because the elder Miller de- 
manded that Bearman put up more mon- 
ey. When Harry Miller heard this he 
cried, Bearman said, and told his father 
that he loved Sarah and did not want 
money from her feisier. 

“IT am strong enough to work and earn 
it myself,” the young man was quoted 
as saying. His father, so Bearman testi- 
fied, commanded the son to sit down 
and shut up, declaring, “If you marry 
without my approval, I'll disown you.” 

The evidence showed that the engage- 
ment of the couple was executed be- 
fore a Jewish rabbi and was announced 
at a party in Miss Bearman’s honor 
shortly thereafter. The wedding was set 
for June, 1909. About this time, Bear- 
man says, the elder Miller made the an- 
nouncement that he thought there ought 
to be more money for the dowry. 

Miss Bearman testified that she re- 
ceived an engagement ring from Harry 
Miller, but that she was not aware of 
any unmounted diamond being turned 
over to her father. She said the last 
time Harry was with her was in Sep- 
tember, 1909, when he atrempted to take 
the ring away from her while they were 
on a street car returning from a 








-theater. 


Philip Miller alleged that he and Bear- 
man agreed to put up enough money go 
the young couple couk! start housekeep- 
ing and that Harry Miller could engage 
in the drug business, but that Bearman 
did not deposit as much as specified in 
the agreement. 

Harry Miller testified that the en- 
gagement ring worn by Miss Bearman 
was set with the diamond which his 
father had turned over to her father. 
He did not explain why the engagement 
between him and Miss Bearman was 
broken except to say he had been made 
angry by her mother. 

Bearman testified that young Miller 
had asked permission to begin calling 
on Sarah. “He came into my shoe 
store one day,’’ said Bearman, “and, 
after introducing himself, asked if he 
could call to see my daughter. He sald 
he had not met her, but had seen her 
eften. I told him any nice young man 
was welcome in my home. The next 
day he called and shortly 
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after thei, 
young people were engaged.” i

New York Firm Seeks to Collect 
From Member of Wealthy 
St. Louis Family. 


Richard §8., Kennard of 470 Lake ave- 
member of a 
wealthy family and department man- 


ager for the Kennard Carpet Co., was 
sued in Justice Grassmuck’s court Friday 
for $123.50, alleged to be the balance 
due on a haberdashery bill. 

The plaintiff-is A. Sulka & Co. of 34 
West Thirty-fourth street, New York. 
Itemized. accounts of three bills, two 
said to have been contracted in 1910 and 
one in 1911, were filed with the petition. 
They show that bétween April, 1910, 
and January, 1911, Kennard bought fur- 
nishing goods valued ft $588.80. Jan. 21, 
1911, the plaintiff says, Kennard paid 
$465.30 on account, but efforts to collect 
the balance have been unsuccessful. 

The list of goods purchased April 
8, 1910, includes these items: 

6 shirts, $8 each, $48. 

2 shirts, $7.50 each, $15. 

24 handkerchiefs, 75 cents each, $18. 

10 ties, $3 each, $30. 

2 ties, $3.50 each, $7. 

Collars at $1 “ach. 

Other items in this bill are 24 in- 
itialed handkerchiefs’ at 20 cents 
each, $4.80; one gold safety pin, $2; 
two bow ties, $8; seven ties, $7; 
seven ties, $14; six pairs drawers, $12; 
six pair of hose, $21; one bath robe, 
$16.50; two dozen collars at $5 a 
dozen, $10, and three collars at $1 
each, $3. 

The second bill, dated Dec. 19, 1910, in- 
cludes: 

Two pairs hose, $5 a pair; $10. 

Four shirts, $7 each: $28. 

Four shirts, $7.50 each: $30. 

Four shirts, $8 each; $82: 

Two shirts, $9 each; $18. 

There were also six suits of pajamas 
at $8.50 each, $51; 6 pairs of gloves. $15; 12 
undershirts, $24; 6 pairs of drawers, 312: 
6 collars, $2; 12 pairs of hose, 2; 2 
pairs of fiose, $7; 2 pairs of hose, $10: 
5 scarfs, $15; 4 scarfs, $14, and 1 muf- 
fler, $5. : 

After paying all but $51 of the account 
the petition says Kennard bought an- 
other bill of goods amounting to $72.50 
on April 24, 1911. 

The articles listed in this final pur- 
chase are three scarfs, $6: three scarfs, 
$10.50; six shirts, $48; two bow tles, $3, 
and one muffler, $6. 

Pajamas Cause of Trouble. 

Kennard told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that a business disagreement arose be- 
tween him and the furnishing goods 
company when they sent six suits of 
silk pajamas he had not ordered. He 
visited the Sulka company’s store in 
New York, he said, and spoke of buy- 
ing pajamas which he said he wanted 
made according to a pattern which he 
would send to the company on his re- 
turn to St. Louis. 

He did not send the pattern, he says, 
but the company included six pairs of 
pajamas in the goods which it shipped 
to him. These were billed at $51. Ken- 
nard says he sent them back and ¢e- 
fused to pay for *°#m. He considered 
that the negot! 1s still were pending 
and was greatly surprised wnen he 
learned that a suit had been filed 
fagainst him. 


WIDOW DIES FROM GAS

Mrs. Katherine Stehle, 76 years old, a 
widow, was found dead from asphyxia- 
tion by illuminating gas in her room on 
the second floor of the Lutheran Alten- 
heim, 196 lLafavette avenue, Friday 
morning.

The bill was introduced in the Coun- 


cil by the Board of Public Improve- 


ments after conferences with represent- 


atives of the railway companies and 


represents such concessions, according 


to the Board of Public Improvements, 
as assure compliance by the companies 
without further resistance. 

The bill will be ‘signed in both houses 
Friday afternoon and will then go to 
the Mayor for his signature, which is 
assured. 

The tracks are to be depressed 12 feet 
and the grade of the street elevated 10 
feet, giving a clearance of 22 feet. The 
cost of constructing the viaduct is to be 
borne by the railroad companies. The 
city is to assume the consequential dam- 
ages to contiguous property. The via- 
auct will be used by the Vandeventer 
and Southampton cars. 

The vote on the measure in the House 
was 21 to 2. Ittner and McCarthy voted 
against it. Mohrstadt, Gazzolo and Eck- 
elmann were absent. 

The passage of the bill is the culmina- 
tion of a long fight for the abolition of 
this and other dangerous grade cross- 
ings. The, Council recently passed a bill 
separating the grades at the Wabash 
crossing at Delmar boulevard. This bil] 
was sent to the Railroads Committee of 
the Hlouse Thursday.

Much of his work, especially in the beginning 
of the campaigns for these improvements, has 
been useful, but much on the other hand, has 
been against progress. 

It is with a clear view of the onaiiteg 4 and demer- 
its of Mr. Gerhart’s public activities that the Post- 
Dispatch has been compelled to say regretfully 
that they have been rather obstructive than con- 
structive, and that his election would probably 
retard St. Louis’ progress along important lines, 

Because it did not suit him in every particular 
Mr. Gerhart helped to defeat the Lehmann char- 
ter which would have gone far towards solving 
all the problems of the city. It gave St. Louis 
complete control of public utilities and the power 
to build, purchase and operate public utility 
plants, including a subway. It gave it the power 
to do all necessary public work, and to obtain 
the means for that purpose. It simplified, the 
municipal government, and provided for the merit 
system. 

In helping to defeat the charter Mr. Gerhart 

served the interests—we do not say consciously— 
6f the United Railways and all the public utility 
corporations and the partisan spoils organizations 
which worked strenuously again:t the charter. Its 
defeat set St. Louis back ten years. 
_ After heiping to get the free bridge started, Mr. 
Gerhart blocked its completion by insisting on his 
own northeast approach. He helped to defeat 
three proposals for free bridge bond issues, be- 
cause his northeast approach—an impractical and 
very costly plan—was not accepted, in opposition 
t= the opinion of the best engineers, by the mu- 
nicipal administration. In these obstructive cam- 
p.igns he worked in harmony with the Kiel fac- 
tion of the Republican Committee which fought 
the bond issues because Mayor Kreismann refused 
tc accede to its spoils demands. 

Mr. Gerhart has been active in the campaign for 
the abolition of grade crossings, but always 
with the proviso that the consequential damages 
shall be put on the railroads. He has fought bit- 
terly any plan of abolishing grade crossings with 
the concession of consequential damages on the 
part of the city, although it has been demonstrated 
that no progress can be made without this con- 
cession. With it the railroads are willing to do 
the work. The consequential damages may be 
heavy when the railroads assume them; they are 
comparatively little or nothing when the city as- 
sumes them. The chief benefit of putting them on 
the railroads accrue to property owners. 

In much of his work Mr. Gerhart represented 
the Real Estate Exchange as chairman of its Com- 
mittee on Legislation, but in the project to remove 
the Wabash tracks from private property and put 
them in Forest Park he represented 4s well his 
own property interest against the public interest. 
It is his insistence upon obstructive points in 
progressive measures and his leadership of ob- 
structive elements which refuse to co-operate with 
the progressive elements in the city which induce 
the feaw that, despite his ability and fighting qual- 
ities, Mr. Gerhart’s election would not conduce to 
St. Louis’ progress. 

We regret this, because we would be delighted 
to support a broad-gauge, independent progres- 
sive candidate. 

In the contest for the Collectorship we have a 
Democratic candidate, James Hagerman Jr., who 
initiated and organized the system of economy 
end efficiency, and a Republican candidate, Ed- 
mund Koeln, who has successfully continued it.

This swift generosity work means quick relief 
for sufferers who might otherwise perish. 

The Post-Dispatch Flood Relief Fund reached

operating with the Emergency Relief Committee, 
and is sending its funds to Mr. Wade. At local 
contributions go to the general St. Louis fund, and 
all St. Lowisans are working together. The re- 
sult should exceed $100,000.

Pay of Theater ‘‘Supes.’’ 
To the Editor of the. Post-Dispatch. 

Gentle reader, did you ever visit our first-class 
theaters where they show productions that re- 
quire a large number of extras or supernumeries 
as they are called? NO doubt you have, but 
on the other hand, has it ever occurred to you 
to ask what remuneration they receive? Well, as 
a general rule, all are paid the wee sum ‘of 50 
cents per show, but at this theater where I am 
an extra with 47 more, we were told by a fat- 
looking individual who, I presume, Was the ad- 
vance super, captain or stage manager, he said: 
“Boys, we are going to pay you $3.50 for eight 
shows,” (aside, can you beat it?) Three and a 
half real money, too, when $4 is the usual price 
paid at all other houses.

I wish to add my protest to that of “A Teacher” 
against the system of promotion of high sshoo) 
teachers. 

According to the préSent arrangement the num- 
ber of assistants in each rank is limited. Conh- 
sequently no matter how highly the work of an 
individual, assistant may be commended, he or 
she cannot be promoted unléss there is a vwa- 
cancy in the rank above. 

Frequently there are opportunities for ad- 
vancement, but no prdmotions are made. Nor 
can anyone detect any reason why the promotion 
was not made. The principal may tell the as- 
sistant that he can find no fault with his or 
her scholarship or ability to manage the chifl- 
dren, but that there 18 soéméthing which he ean- 
not define. The “indefinable something” seems 
to be a bias in his own mind against the 
teacher. And when a@ principal enters a class- 
room with such a prejudiée in his mind, how 
can he be expected to judge fairly in regard to 
the teacher’s work? And, even if the principal 
wishes to deal fairly, he has 80 many other duties 
and such a large number of assistants in his 
charge, that he cannot find time to visit olasses 
often enough to put a fair estimate ‘upon. the 
work. 

Will you not help the teachers in their effort 
to secure a system such as has beén adopted in 
other large cities, whereby the teachers are en- 
gaged at a certain Salary and then regularly ad- 
vanced until they reach the maximum?

Would Strengthen Law Further. 

A proposition is now pending to fur- 
ther strengthen the law by permitting 
the state enforcement officer to employ 
assistants in all counties. The plan also 
contemplates the organization of a 
mounted enforcement company, similar 
to the mounted police system of New 
Mexico and the Texas Ranger system of 
Texas. Gov. Cruce frequently has been 
importuned to call upon the State 
militia to aid in enforcement of the pro- 
hibition law. Some of these calls came 
from citizens of Oklahoma City, who as- 
serted that no fewer than 1000 bootleg- 
ging joints are in operation in this city. 
The enforcement officers hereafter will 
confine their work largely to railroad 
and express offices. If more than a 
quart of malt, spiritous or vinous liquor 
is found in one of these places consigned 
to a citizen of this State, the liquor may 
be seized and the consignee is then 
called upon to prove, which he cannot 
do under the law, that the liquor was 
shipped for his personal use. 
Registered Pharmacists Excepted. 
An exception is made in the case of 
registered pharmacists, who may not 
receive “in excess of one gallon of 
spiritous, or one gallon of vinous, or 
more than one cask of malt liquors, or 
any imitation thereof, or substitute 
therefor; nor more than one cask of any 
liquor or compounds of any kind or de- 
scription whatever, whether medicated 
or not, which contains as much as one- 
half of 1 per centum of alcohol, meas- 
ured by volume, and which is capable 
of being used as a beverage, except 
preparations compounded by any 
licensed pharmacist, the sale of which 
would not subject him to the payment 
of the special tax required by the laws 
of the United States. 
‘It is provided that possession shall 
be prima facie evidence of an intention 
to convey, sell or otherwise dispose of 
such Uquors.”’

COLUMBIA, Mo., March 2.—A starch

artificial rubber to Dean H. B. Shaw of 
the Missouri University School of Ene- 
gineering. 

Dean Shaw express no personal opin- 
icn as to the sample and in exhibiting 
it merely repeats the promises of the 
niaker. Duisberg has formed a come- 
pany to manufacture the product he has 
created to replace rubber for all pur- 
poses. The artificial product will cost 
about 2% cents a pound while the tree 
product sells at about $1.50 a pound. 
Several apparently successful efforts 
to make artificial rubber have been re- 
oorted but in all cases the manuface 
tured product exceeded the natural tn 
cost. Duisberg began his experimerita 
with wood, coal, starch, sugar and pe- 
troleum as possible basis and is said 
to have succeeded with starch.
